From the. day the memorial 
left their hands until the ICth of Jan- 
uary last — a period of nearly three 
months — they made no ciVort to ascer- 
tain the fate of the document, and 
when they at length mustered sullicicnt 
energy to send u telegram to ask after 
tho dispatch they wcro auswerod that 
the memorial liad not left Ottawa — ■ 
that it had been placed in a pigeon- 
hole and overlooked! Tho drydock 
subsidy or capitalization money is in 
the Bame position. There is nothing 
on record to show that the Government 
have n-sked for the payment of tho 
sum I Mr. Wai.ki: m's excuse is that 
ho did' not wish to (.■omi)licato tlie rail- 
way matter by presHing the drydock 
claim. Hut he did not lir.sitate to call 
tho Houso together on tho L'Oth of Jan- 
uary, although ho knew perfectly ^^•oll 
tliat ho had nothing to lay before it. 
It is said — wo tliink witli truth that 
the Government inlcnded to hdvo liut 
a three week.s' .scs-.sion, and that they 
have Ijcen jireventod proroguing by tiic 
deterniincil attitude of certain members 
who demand an ojien session until an 
answer to the secossiou memorial shall 
have been received. In tho meanwhile 
tKb members from tho country who 
have farms and businesses to attend to 
are sufTering financially, and all public 
work is at a Rtanclstill. It is reasona- 
ble to expect rail'.vay news at any mo- 
ment; but the sunnnoning af tho flouyo 
before. there \yas somethiug definite to 
lay before it -was an outrage. 



TI/B WAR JN ZULULAND. 

. Latest accounts from the seat of war 
in Zululand give details of lighting 
which took place about tho commence- 
ment of this month. Early in tho 
morning of the 3nd inst. Lord Ciielms- 
Konu's camp was attacked by 11,000 
Zulus at a place called Gingle Leva, 
situated on the way to tho beleagurjd 
garrison at Ekowe. Tho Zulus fought 
with great determination, attacking the 
British forces on all sides, but were 
eventually repulsed and pursued. Their 
losses were heavy and in tho immediate 
vicinity of the trenches they left no 
less than 470 dead bodies. An engage- 
ment on the 29th of March appears to 
havo taken place and in this the Zulus 
wore also defeated. The loss sustained 
by tho British in the two engagprnonts 
is estimated at 220 killed and wound- 
ed whilst tho loss of the enemy was 
not leas than 2500. On the Ith inst. 
Lord Chelmsford with three regiments 
and a body of marines left his camp 
an3^ proceeded to Ekowe, relieving the 
garrison of that piace during the night. 
The garrison was found to be well pro- 
visioned, but iOO men were sick and 30 
had died amongst whom worn several 
officers. Intelligence reached London 
op-Tuesday last that Colonel Wood's 
column had been attacked by the 
enemy and nlthough the latter had 
been defeated the loss of tho British 
was estimated at 100. The news with 
reference to this battle is \ crv m»^a''ro.

AFRICA. 
LoxuoN, April 22. — Atlvices from 
L'ape Town say that I^ord Chelmsford's 
camp near Ekowe was attacked on the 
3rd of April bv 11,000 Zulus, but that 
they were repulsed and jnu'sued with 
great loss, •1-70 Zulus being killed. 
Lieut. Johnson of the 99th infantry 
was killed and Col. Nortii and Col. 
Croalock were wounded. 

Advices from Cape Town to .'V])ril 
Gtli via St. Vincent, say Lord Chelms- 
ford's camp at Gingle Lova on the road 
to Ekowe was attacked at daybreak on 
April 3rd by 11,000 Zulus who mado 
frequent and desperate attacks on all 
sides, but were i-epulscd and purhiucd 
with great loss, 471 Zulus being found 
dead around the trenches. The final 
attack was led by Dobcdemanzi, who 
commanded at Isandula. ' The British 
loss is small. On tho 'Ith inst. Lord 
Chelmsford with the 91st, GOth and 
57th regiments and a body of marines 
left tho camp and relieved Ekowe dur- 
ing the night. Col. Pearson and his 
garrison have reached Winsidi and will 
arrive at Tugela April 7th. Cnpt. 
Barton, Baron ^'on Steitkrakan and 
70 men were killed on the29th. Lieuts. 
Nicholson and Bright were killed. 
Major Haeketl was severely wounded 
and Lieut. Smith and Capts. Gardiner, 
Cos and Pearse were also wounded. 
The total of British losses in both en- 
gagements is estimated at 220 killed 
and wounded. . The Zulus lost 2,,'500 
men. 

It is rumoi'cd at Pretoria and Natal 
that the Boers intend investing Pre- 
toria and threaten to detain Sir Bartle 
Frero as a hostage unless their demands 
are complied with. It is rumored also 
that Sir Bartle Prcrp is roturiuiig to 
Natal. 

IntQlligence from Cape Town this 
afternoon slates that Col. Wood's col- 
umn 1ms been attacked by Zulus and 
that ho lost 100 men. The Zulus lost 
heavily. 

'London, April 22. — A dispatch from 
Gingle Eova, South Africa, April 7th, 
says tho relief colunni on marching 
here on tho 1st inst. was informed of 
the advance of great ma.sses of the 
enemy. The troops at once formed and 
Strengthened their entrench ments. At 
4 o'clock in tho morning the Zulus ap- 
]ieared, skirmishing in front of the 
rifles and naval brigade on the north 
side. AVe first engaged the larger forco 
which appeared on the surrounding 
heights. The Zulus fought bravely, 
must i advancing within .'SO yards of our en- 
dis- i irenchmenls. The attack lasted nearly 
an hour, when the Zulus retreated pre- 
eiidtately, followed by mounted infan- 
try and tho native contingent. On 
April 3rd the relief column under Lord 
Chelmsford started for Ekov.-e. Ttwas 
composed of thd 57th and GOth rcgi 
ments, six compam'es of the 91st mar- 
ines, two rocket companies, onegatling 
gun, 2 nine-pounders, mounted' intan- 
trj- and Dunn's scouts. Tho rest of i 
the column remained to guard the bag- 
gage. The mounted natives arid volun- 
teers led the way. N'o Zulus were 
\ftei' a suceossfiil march of 15 
miles Col. Pearson, with a few compa- 
nies of the 09th and seamen of H.I^I.S. 
Active were met at ."j o'clock. The 
forco reached Ekowo at 9:30. The 
gari'ison had plenty of food. Tliero were 
100 fiick and 30 dead. Lieut. Evelyn 
of. the Bufls and Lieut. Davhson of the 
99th were dead from fever.

EXTUAOKDINARY POWERS QUANTED UOV- 
ERKORH. 

EUROPE. 
St. Petersburg, April 19. — Tho 
ukase ordering the appointment ' of 
governors-general for si.K of tho most 
populous districts with perfectly dis- 
potic powers begins by stating that 
recent events havo shown that there ex- 
ist in Bussia bands, of oi'iminals . -who, 
though not numerous, are very deter- 
mined and aim at undermining tho 
state. After referring to recent nuu'd- 
erous attacks on ingh officials and tho 
attempted assassination of tho Emper- 
or, the ukase continues: "These crimes 
havo made necessary tho provisional 
adoption of o.Kcoptional measures to 
permit of tho exemplary puniahmejit of 
the guilty persons and to provide gov- 
ernment oflicials with necessary powers 
for maintaining order. Tho ukase an- 
nounces the provisional appointment of 
governors-gonoral of St. Petersburg, 
Charkofl" and Odcs.sa, invested with ex- 
tended jiower.s. Similar powers are 
conferred upon tho governbrs-general 
of Moscow, Kicirand "Warsaw. Civil 
administration in the mentioned dis- 
tricts is ])laccd under tho control of 
governoi's-general in the same maimer 
as they aro subordinate to the com- 
mander-in-chief of the army iu time of 
war in (listricts whore martial law has 
been |)roclaimed. Control of all educa- 
tional establishments is vested in tho 
governors-general who are al.so empow- 
ered to send before military tribunals 
all civilians iu districts over which 
they preside. Tho govemoi"s-gen- 
oral are further authorized to sum- 
marily remove from their respective 
districts; all persons whoso continued 
residence m.ay be considered dangerous 
to order, the arrest of any person 
■whatever on their own judgment and 
responsibility, to suppress tenqiorarily 
or permanently any newspaper or per- 
iodicals should they appear to follow 
subvei-sive tendencies, and generally to 
adopt such measures as they may con- 
sider necessary for the preservation ol: 
the jniblic peace.

Editor Colonist:— I have road with 
wonder and astoni.shinent n document 
called a bill to cstablLsh liens in favor 
of mechanics and othens. Tho indi- 
vidual whoso iminc i.s attached iiitiy 
know what tho ofl'ectof this measure i.s, 
but I doubt if any other person in tho 
shop from which this farngo of iionscnso 
emanated does. 

Some of the results which will flow 
from thi.s measure are a.s follows; 

No hou.se-owner can let a houso to 
a tenant without being liable to have 
his property sold if his tenant runs 
away owing his tinsmith, furniture 
de.ilcr or gardener any money for work 
and labor bestowed on the premisoa. 

Every person who lends money on 
mortgage of land or houses will be lia- 
ble for the dobts contracted by tho 
mortgagor in improving or repairing 
the mortgaged premises. 

It is not necessary to file a claim of 
lien, but it may be done. If it is filed 
the owner or mortgagee has to con- 
tribute 50 cents to tho revenue to as- 
certain whether anyone has charged his 
property wliioli, if done, entitles the 
person regi.stei-ing to a claim ns a 
purchaser against the property. Tho 
act does not provide that any notice 
should be given to the owner or any- 
one else. 

A lien is made to attach upon the 
estate legal and equitable of the owner 
of tho property on which the work is 
done. The owner may be an infant or 
-absent and ignorant of the fact that 
any person has been employed on his 
property and yet liable to have his 
property sold. Many other points can 
be shown equally objectionable, but 
when Ignorance and Stupidity lay 
heads together it is not diftlcult to 
fortell the result.

Mr. Speaker road tho following loLtur 
received from late Lieut. -Governor Trutcli 
with reference to tho missing railway dis- 
patch: — 

F0LKE.STONE, March 25, 1870. 
Sm: — Having recently received from 
Victoria a printed copy of tho dispatch to 
which I understand your telegram to mo 
had reference, namely, a dispatch dated 
15th June, 187G, from the Dominion 
Government applying for a conveyance of 
certain lands along a proposed lino for tho 
Canadian Pacific Railway from Teto 
Jauno Pass to tho confluence of tho Stew- 
art and Cliilacoli rivers, I now beg to 
state, in connection witli my letter to you 
of tho 12th ult., that I recollect Iiaving 
received such a conununication siiortly 
beforo the expiration of my tonn of 
office. 

I do not remomhcr any particular cir- 
cumstances attendin;^ tho receipt of tho 
dispatch or its transmission to the Minis- 
try, but I have no doubt that, as noted 
on tho margin of tho original, a copy of 
tho dispatch was sent to tho E.xecutive 
Council in the usual course, namely, in an 
envelope addressed to tho Olerk of tho 
Executive Council. 

I know no reason — nor can I suggoat 
any— why such copy of this dispatch 
should not have reached its proper desti- 
nation, and I am therefore unable to af- 
ford any exphination of the miscarriage, 
which, from the statement contained in 
your telegram, would appear to have oc- 
ciirfed.

(Signed) Joseph W. Trctcu. 
The Hon. the Speaker of ihe Lcf/islative 

Assembly of Britith Columbia.. 

Hon. !RIr. Wakem said that Mr. 
Trutch's honor had been attacked outside 
tho House most virulently. His (Mr. 
Ws.) first impression was that the at- 
tacks were unjust, and he wiw now thor- 
oughly satisfied that they were so. The 
letter just read had been written by Mr. 
Trutch sua moiu and it left no doubt on 
his (Mr. W. 's) mind that tho dispatch had 
been forwarded in the usual manner to 
tho Execut;---" Council t'.s was noted on 
thoma"!, i:i of tho original. Tho only 
reason '.r^ 'i agains't this — and it was a 
\< ry ' lo one- t'^as that tho messen- 

ger, Deasy, had put it in his pocket or 
lost it. Air. Trutch, it would bo ob- 
served, could not in any way account for 
ita miscarriugo and uuppresaion, and his 
(M?;.,}y.'s) conviction was tliat it had not 
niuearried at all, but had been received 
by the then Executive Council and had 
been suppressed for reasons which could 
be discovered. If Mr. 'Irutch had sup- 
prossed it ho would have destroyed every 
clue to its ciistenco, but ho (Mr. W.) felt 
assvrsd th.at that gentleman had had 
nothing wliatever to do witli such a tran- 
saction, wliich could only be termed dis- 
honorable. Ho had doubtless performed 
his duty honorably and tho records made 
concerning the dispatch wore \mquestion- 
ably true. For some purpose or other, 
but for what he would not say, it appeared 
therefore to him that the ministry of the 
day had concealed this dispatch from the 
public gaze There was no allusion to it 
in the Executive rninute book, but that 
might bo ejcounted for by tho fact that 
no action was taken concerning it. He 
believed that ii.- . -'-r of tho Opposi- 
tion (Mr. Umithc) hu.. boon kept in tho 
dark with reference to the suppression. 
The hon. gentleman repeated that tho 
late ministry had destroyed every trace 
of the dispatch in the E.xecutive ofiice, 
but ha^.i n it reiidorod the suppression 
comple*-o because tliey liad neglected to 
destroy tiie original, found after much 
trouble ia the irilvu' ■> Socrotaiy's office. 
Either the dispatch tod been destr oyed 
or tho House must come to the conclu- 
sion that '.ho letter of the late Lieut. - 
Governor Irutch was a concoction from 
beginiung to end, intended to ruin tho 
characters of gentlemen who had former- 
ly acted with him. To tliat conclu.Hion 
no member could reasonably come. 

Mr. Smithe rose to reply. 

Mr. Ash said that he thought the only 
member who should reply to the Attorney 
General was the late Chief Commissioner, 
Mr. Vernon. Tho late Finance Minister 
had been antirely exonerated by tho At- 
torney General. 

Mr. Smitho, continuing, said that tho 
attack of the Attorney General was not 
only Tiatailled for, but an insult to tho 
select committee appointed to investigate 
tho matter. Tho Attorney General had 
taken upon himself to accuse the late Pre- 
mier of telling a wilful f Isehood beforo 
that committee without the least evidence 
to justify such an accusation. Those who 
wore acquainted with tho character of 
Mr. Trutch would admit that ho was not 
at all likely to let three weeks elapse from 
the receipt of the dispatch, which was of 
groat importance,, before consulting with 
his ministers as to it; and tho Attorney 
General had said that Mr. Trutch did not 
resign until three weeks after the dispatch 
waa received by liim. It was stated in 
tho House tho other day tliat it was nl- 
moat the invariable practice of the lato 
Lieut. -Governor to read important dis- 
patches to tho Executive before handing 
thorn to ministers^ a^d it seemed to him 
(Mr. S.) a littlo remarkable that Mr. 
Trutch in liis loiter said lie thought tho 
dispatch was forwarded to tho Clerk of 
the Executive Council, a course wliich 
Imd been pursued when ho (Mr. Smitho) 
held oflicc. It must be taken as a most 
extraordinary circumstance that Mr. 
Trutch would sit with his ministers for 
throe weeks and never once refer to a dis- 
patch of so groat moment. The present 
Provincial Secretary had stated t.hat lie 
did not hear Mr.. Trutcli at any tima 
mention the dispatchi and he (JiSg. Sl) Hfim 



bound to belioTO him as ho .irafti the State- 
ments to tho aamo cffoot made by other 

members of the lato ministry. He (Mr. 
S.) believed tho dispatch miL,'ht have been 
forwarded to tho clerk of the Executive 
but that it had never reached him. It had 
probably, therufoie, been drojjped and 
picked up by a friend of tho present At- 
torney General and taken to the Standard 
office. This would account for the pub- 
lication of tho item in that paper with re- 
foreuce to tlio receipt of tho dispatch, and 
no doubt whoever picked up tho difipatch 
tlioucht ho had a "good thing." Tho 
matter wa.s not cleared up at all by Jlr. 
Trutch's letter. Tho dispatch was doubt- 
less received and copied in due course. 
Then the copy was handed to tlio niosson- 
i;or for transmission to tho Clerk of tho 
Executive Council, but that gentleman 
denied ever having received it or iieard of 
it. Thuro was nothing to show that it 
had ever been placed before the Execu- 
tive and on that account tho attack made 
by the Attorney-General was not only 
umvarrantablo but most unjust (hoar, 
hear). 

Mr. Vernon said that tho attack of ths 
Attovnoy-Genor.il was most contemptible, 
unwarrantable and cowardly. It was evi- 
dent that tho Attorney-General desired 
either to curry favor with tho lato Liout.- 
Governor or that from a feeling of ani- 
mosity against tho late Premier no availed 
himself of this opportunity to abuso and 
malign him and other members of tlie lato 
Government. (Hear, hoar.) llo would 
■not term tho attack blackguardly because 
ho believed that would bo unparliamen- 
tary; but in dealing with blackguards 
language suited to blackguards might bo 
used. Mr. Trutch ho knew to bo a high- 
minded and honorable gentleman, whose 
character rciiuired no dei'onco at Mr. Waik- 
om'slianda. Tho hon. gentleman contended 
that it was absurd to suppose that tho 
lato Lieut. -Governor would have allowed 
three weeks to elapse wjthout referring to 
the dispatch if it had over reached tho 
Executive and it wjis equally ridiculous 
to imagine that if Mr. Elliott had had it 
in his power to use the diBpatch ho would 
liavo failed to do so. It would have been 
the very strongest card ho could have 
played. " Tlie Attorney-General had spok- 
en of the honor of the late Lieut. -Gover- 
nor, but was it to be supposed that his 
(Mr. Vernon's) honor was not just as dear 
to him (Mr. V.) as Mr. Trutch's was to 
him. He hoped the investigation would 
not bo allowed to drop and t'.at tho 
House would not accept the statement of 
the Attorney-General that tlio matter liad 
been cleared up. The language used by 
the Attorney-General was ycry plausible, 
but he did not believe it would influonco 
tho independent nieuibors of the House. 
Tlie Attornoy-Gonoral had tluiught lit t(> 
impute tlie grossest motives to iiieniliers 
of the lato Governinetit and ho (Mr. V.) 
hoped that tho invcstigatiiui would be 
continued. If tho Attorney-General had 
any manliness of character, and ho (Mr. 
V.) believed ho had, ho would not allow 
the enquiry to drop. 

Hon. Mr. Walkeni replied, ridiculing 
the idea of tlio last speaker "talki'ij about 
his honor. " He (iMr. W.) denied that 
his attack had boon either contemptible or 
unwarrantable. His conclusions were 
warranted by facts and he believed it 
could be proved that one of tho ministers 
had told a certain person that the dis- 
patch had been received. He behoved 
tliat its receipt had been kept from tho 
Provincial Secretary (Mr. Humphreys) 
and ho thought tho allusion to the dis- 
patch could be traced to tho late Premier 
(Mr. Elliott.) He(l\Ir. W.) accused tho 
late Govornmont and their supportors of 
dishonor in defeating the Walkeir. Gov- 
ernment in 187G for borrowing money 
from Canada and then turning round and 
pursuing a shnilar policy. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Mara said thero was no comparison 
between tho policy of tho former Walkem 
Government and that of their successors. 
Tho ono borrQwed money to invest in cer- 
tain unprofitable public works; the other 
had to resort to tlie only available avenue 
in order to pay oft' tho indebtedness of 
their predecessors.. This was, however, 
foreign to tho discussion. It should bo 
borne in mind that no attack had been 
made on Mr. Trutch inside tlio House. 
An article had appeared in the Htaiulanl 
reflecting on that gentleman and he fully 
expected to see tho statements contained 
therein corrected in tho next issue of that 
journal, since it was the organ of Mr. 
Walkom and his supporters. It was very 
unfair to attribute blame either tu Mr. 
Trutch or to the late i^linistry , as tho mat- 
ter had not by any means been probed to 
tho bottom. A commission could be ap- 
pointed without much expense to tho 
Province and during tho recess further 
evidence could be adduced. 

Mr. Williams said that ho felt assured 
that the member for Yale (.Mr. Voviion) 
was as guilty as could bo, and if lio were 
judge he would condemn that gentleman 
without hearing another word of evi- 
dence. 

Mr. Ash deprecated the remarks of tlio 
Attorney-General and said tho time had 
not arrived when a just decision could bo 
arrived at. The otlier day ho (Mr. Ash) 
had stated that ho believed the nioinbora 
of the late Government wore entirely ig- 
norant of the existence of tlie dispatch 
and he had done so in juatico to those 
gontlemon as from their evidence no other 
conclusion could be arrived at. (Hoar, 
hoar.)

Mr. Smitho did not think tho letter of 
Mr. Trutch threw any more light on the 
subject than thoy had before. Tho only 
positive statement mado by the ox-Gov- 
ernor in tho letter was, that on roconsid- 
en\tion, and after having his memory re- 
freshed by a perusal of a printed copy of 
tho dispatch with his own note of refer- 
ence attached to it and signed by lain, ho 
was aide to recollect receiving it. lie 
waa not able to say positively wliut he did 
with it, but says ho probably sent it to 
tho clerk of tho Executive Council.

Mr. Walkem— Lord DulTerin was there 
at tho time. Mr. Trutch loft here in 
July and Lord Dufferin arrived in August 
or September. There is nothing-to con- 
nect tho present Lieut. -Governor with 
tho matte •. Tho history of this affair 
can.not be cleared up except by ovidenco 
on oath. 

Mr. Mara did not see why the member 
for Comox could not act on the com- 
mittee. Tho trii'ce gentlemen ho had 
n.uuod were surely competent \.o conduct 
tho enquiry and he would move that they 
be requested to act.

From the N;maiino Free Fress wo gather 
that explorations have failed to discov er 
tho body of the fourth' Chinaman killed 
by tho recent explosion at Wellington 
Colliery. On Saturday morning Messia. 
J. Brydeu, E, 0. Prior and R. Dunsmuir 
went down tho mine and examined tho 
lower workings ;is far as it was safe to do 
so. Aa thero waa not tho slightest poasi- 
bility of tho Mongolian being alivo, and 
it being highly probable that tho body 
would not be found tUl some of the debris 
had been removed, it was decided by tho 
aforesaid gontlemon, after mature delib- 
eration and conaultJition, to run no fur- 
ther risk of lifo in exploring for tho miBs- 
ing "Mongolian, but at onco comraonco to 
flood the No. 10 level with water and thus 
efl'cctually extinguish tho fire and do 
away with any probable danger of a second 
explosion.

After the last 
offices woro performed and tho benedic- 
tion pronounced, the friends of the 
mourners had to bear tho heart-broken 
mother away from the grave. The rest 
of the bodies were then taken forward to 
tho new cemetery and interred side by 
side. Tho widows with thoir families, and 
the parents, sisters and brothers of John 
Hoskin gathered round tho graves while 
Revs. Hall and Crosby read the solemn 
funeral services. The sobs and tcirs of 
the bereaved wero heartrending, and tho 
large concourse loft the cemetery with a 
sceno impressed on the mind nevor to be 
forgotten.
